They were in charge of the engine of 
the passenger train and were within 
a few mile* of the end of their run 
and expected to soon put their e 
glne in the ""clear" and get some rest 
after a hard day's work on an excur- 
sion 
special. 
T&eir train was in 


charge of conductor Nolly, a south 
end man ,and bad been in service yes- 
terday as an excursion train, running 
between Piqua aad Troy to accommo- 
date "the heavy passenger travel oc- 
casioned orer that portion of the line 
hy the Troy fair.
